Over Thousand a Tear Killed in 


the Coal Workings of 


Great Britain. 


MINER ALWAYS ON JOB 


Conditions Under IVhicii Xany of Men 


Liie Are J>eplorablc; Besides They 
Are the Tictimi, of Trofitecrs in Food 
and the Other Jfccussariei, of Life. 


LONDON, March 17—(Correspond- 


ence of the Associated Press)—Min- 
ing is more deadly than war, declared 
John Robertson at the government's 
inquiry into the coal industry of Great 
Britain. Robertson, is chairman of the 
Scottish Union of Mine Workers. 


"The extent of fhe danger to the 


miner is no1, realized even in the min- 
ing districts," he said. 
"There are 


1,000,000 persons eraploy-ed in and 
about British coal mines. In the ten 
years from 1907 to 1915 there was a 
total of 12,400 men killed, or aa aver- 
age each year ot 1,240. In the last 20 
yrars the yearly average ot accidents 
was about 160,000, or a total of about 
3,250,000. The miner is always on ac- 
tive service; he is always in the 
trench ee." 


It was stated that in one mining dis- 


trict there were 2,768 persons living 
more than five in a single room, 1,237 
more than six to a room, 510 more 
than seven to a room, and 150 more 
than eight to a room. 


"Think of Uie conditions in these 


single rooms," the witness continued. 
"Pit clothes drying in front of the fire 
in the same room wuere the family 
sleep; sickness, accouchment. How 
can the children have a chance after 
the woman has spent her day clean- 
ing? The miners come home from 
work, and it has all got to be done 
over again. Do we wond«r that the 
women folk Iose»heart?" 


Arthur Balfour, an industrial expert, 


representing the government, said to 
th« witness: "If the conditions are as 


you say, they must be righted," and | 
a representative of the coal owners i 
faaid lie entirely agreed that something ! 
must be done.
